It was a rare sight at 
Monday's council-in-com- 
mittee meeting...all members 
around the horseshoe voting 
unanimously in favour of a 
decision involving Bay Beach. 

Council approved holding a 
public open house to be con¬ 
ducted by staff. 

It is not required by the 
Ontario planning act. 

"In this case, it would be 
remiss to not make a special 
attempt to provide up to date 
and accurate information to 
the public prior to the site 
plan submitted to council for 
approval," reads the report 
approved on Monday night. 

The controversial condo 
project on the south side of 
Erie Road is being undertak¬ 
en by the Town of Fort Erie 
and the Molinaro Group, a 
Burlington-based developer.

The purchase and sale 
agreement between both 
parties is facing legal chal¬ 
lenges made by a group of 
plaintiffs. 

Ward 5 Coun. Don 
Lubberts has opposed the 
Crystal Beach Gateway 
Project since being elected 
in October 2010 and also 
campaigned on his position 
over the condo develop- 

At Monday's meeting, he 
worried the purpose of the 
open house was to expedite 
the process of getting a site 
plan approval. 

Director community plan¬ 
ning and development Rick 
Brady said the process of 


seeking site plan approvals 
started long before the idea 
of an informative open 
house on the design and 
scope of the project was put 
on the table. 

"It started when the appli¬ 
cation was filed by the 
Molinaros. The clock is tick¬ 
ing from that point in time," 
said Brady in response to 
Lubberts' inquiry. 

Since this project was 
brought back to the forefront 
about three years ago, it has 
received a lot of attention 
from the community...some 
who oppose and some who 
support it. 

Regardless of the set opin¬ 
ions of some residents, 
Brady hopes the open house 
on Aug. 24 will provide 


answers to any questions 
people may still have over 
the development project, a 
12-storey condominium on 
the south side of Erie Road, 
near Crystal Beach. 

"The public seems to have 
a great deal of interest in this 
particular development," 
said Brady. 

"I found it was best to 
bring that information to 
them in an open and trans¬ 
parent manner," he added. 

Lubberts then began to 
enter into a series of ques¬ 
tions, he read from a list. 

"Is everything presented 
at this open house going to 
be accurate?" 

He inquired about the 
overall benefit permit relat¬ 
ing to the Fowler's Toads, an 


endangered species indige¬ 
nous to Great Lakes shore- 

He asked if any informa¬ 
tion on this topic would be 
made available at the infor¬ 
mational gathering later this 
month. 

The ministry of natural 
resources and its environ¬ 
mental bill of rights is the 
deciding factor of the permit 
and its relation to the toads. 

Brady explained to 
Lubberts that matter is out 
of council's control, but 
explained there are parcels 
of land within the site plan 
designed to protect the spe- 

"We have clearly identi¬ 
fied parcels of land that are 
set aside for the Fowler's 


Toads," said Brady. 

The Town's planner fur¬ 
ther explained to members 
of council that there are two 
areas that relate to the 
remaining approvals the 
project needs before a shov¬ 
el hits the ground. 

One is the overall benefit 
permit issued by the minis¬ 
try of natural resources and 
the other is the site plan 
approval...which is where 
council will play a role. 

Ward 3 Coun. Bob Steckley 
thanked staff for offering the 
open house, especially when 
most seasonal residents will 
still be in town. 

"I think it's great," he said. 

An inquiry was also made 
to the Town's solicitor 
Heather Salter, about costs 


incurred to date over a state¬ 
ment of claim filed against 
the municipality and the 
Molinaro Group. 

She says about $40,000 
has been spent already and 
another $10,000 to $20,000 
could be spent. 

Salter also explained a 
motion to dismiss the 
appeals made against the 
project has been filed and is 
confident it will be granted. 

She said chances were 
"extremely good." 

She said costs could be 
recovered by the Town from 
the plaintiffs if the judge 
presiding over the case war¬ 
rants it. 

Lubberts will submit his 
list of inquiries on paper to 
staff and a report will come

The Fort Erie Fire Department has 
been hoping for a new station no. 2, to 
replace the one on Jarvis Street because 
of its age and condition. 

On Monday night, in a closed session 
meeting that followed the council-in¬ 
committee meeting, local politicians 
voted in favour of moving ahead with a 
parcel of land to build a new facility on. 

A location has been chosen, but mayor 


Doug Martin couldn't get into more spe¬ 
cific details about its exact co-ordinates 

"We've directed staff to enter into 
negotiations to secure the land," said 
Martin on Tuesday. 

This starts the process of finalizing the 
agreement and Martin expects a report 
will be considered at a council meeting 
in the very near future.

A local male Is facing 
charges after police located a 
large marijuana grow-op on 
Garrison Road. 

On Wednesday, members 
of no. 5 district criminal 
investigations branch along 
with the guns, gangs and 
grows Unit executed a con¬ 
trolled drugs and substances 
act search warrant at 982 
Garrison Road. 

This location is two build¬ 
ings to the west of where a 
man was stabbed in the head 
last week and another man 
was faced with a gun, in a 
marijuana-related robbery. 

Approximately 234 mari¬ 
juana plants valued at 
approximately $234,000 was 
located on the property. 
Police also seized approxi¬ 
mately $20,000 in growing 
equipment. Charged with 
one count of possession for 
the purpose of trafficking a 


schedule two substance and 
one count of production of a 
schedule two substance is a 
local 49-year-old male. 

The accused was trans¬ 
ported to no. 3 district in 
Welland and was later 
released on an Officer in 
Charge Undertaking and 
Promise to Appear. 

Detective-Sergeant Scott 
Kraushar says there is no 
relation to the incident that 
took place last week, two 
doors down from where 
police located this marijuana 
grow operation. 

"We have no reason at this 
time to believe there is a con¬ 
nection," he said. 

"It's still being investigat¬ 
ed."

Cannons went off with a 
bang and the siege weekend 
at the Old Fort was a huge 
success. 

Hundreds witnessed re¬ 
enactments of the batdes of 
1812 that were responsible 
for turning Old Fort Erie into 
Canada’s bloodiest battle¬ 
field. 

After the battle, visitors 
were welcome to take guid¬ 
ed toms of the fort by candle 
light. 

"We had 700 participants 
this year which is more than 
we have ever had, and 
almost 1,000 people pur¬ 
chased tickets to the siege 
and we had about 300 peo¬ 


ple for the candle light 

The fort received a great 
response,” says Heather 
Gorman, manager of Old 
Fort Erie. With people trav¬ 
elling from places such as 
New Jersey, Ohio and past 
Toronto, the siege weekend 
was bigger and better than 

"The response to the 
weekend was amazing and 
there were way too many 
people to count who were 
just here to watch the bat¬ 
tles. The furthest traveller 
was a guy from a small town 
in Quebec. He travelled 
about 800 kilometres to be 


Anyone who watched the 
battles were treated to a 
visual feast for the eyes with 
cannons, smoke and lots of 
pyrotechnics. 

'We blow up the fort every 
year. As the cannons go off, 
pyrotechnics respond to the 
sound to create a visual 
explosion. It was fantastic to 
watch.” 

Gorman says everyone in 
attendance seemed to really 
enjoy the weekend's events 
at the Fort "It was long week¬ 
end, but it was a good week- 

Terry Sanderson, a resi¬ 
dent of Oakville, could be 


found manning his tent, as 
he played the role of a mer¬ 
chant... selling and trading 
tools with others. 

He has been participating 
in re-enactments for the last 
27 years and it is a unique 
hobby he really enjoys. 

"Some people golf and 
fish... we have an interest in 
history," he said. 

For many years, his son 
has also enjoyed this hobby, 
although he was unable to 
attend the Siege last week- 

It's fun for the entire fam¬ 
ily, says Sanderson. 

"It's not just Dad playing 
soldier."

Gateway Project continues to 
be an "open" issue around 
Greater Fort Erie. 

This week, council agreed 


to move forward with a staff 
recommendation to hold an 
open house on the contro¬ 
versial condo development 
at Fort Erie's most recogniza¬ 
ble waterfront. 

One thing I expect will be 
made clear at this open 
house is that it is "near" the 
beach and not "on" it like 
some people have suggested. 

Scrutiny of the project's 
design continues to be given 
by a member of council and a 
group of activists who have 
slammed the project from the 
get go. 


This week, there was more 
speculation about how much 
land will be available for pub¬ 
lic use and what additional 
public amenities will be 
available once it is built 
My response to this is sim¬ 
ple... go to the open house 
and ask all the questions you 

It's my guess that some 
people, are just confused as 
to what the layout will pro¬ 
vide. As Coun. Steckley put it, 
it's great to see that Town staff 
is making an effort to educate 
the public once more about 


the project because there are 
still many unanswered ques¬ 
tions out there. 

An accusation was made 
in a mass email this week 
from an individual who is a 
key player in opposing the 
development, that the draw¬ 
ings on the Town's website 
are inaccurate and that the 
project won't actually look 
the way it is laid out. 

Would planning profes¬ 
sionals from the Town, or the 
developer who has been 
receptive to all the criticism 
over the last three years, real¬ 


ly take the risk of more finger- 
pointing by simply telling a 
lie aboutwhatitwill look like? 

I highly doubt it. 

Go to the open house and 
listen to the professionals and 
ask them anything you want. 

If an answer they were 
hoping for isn't given, it's like¬ 
ly something else will be con¬ 
jured up to frustrate this 
development. 

We all saw members of 
council shake hands with the 
Molinaro Group, saying they 
were willing to move forward 
with them... at the meeting 


council essentially endorsed 
the project. 

That didn't mean any¬ 
thing and was simply "for

CONSERVATION WORK AT BLACK CREEK 

The Operations Manager at Black Creek Leisure Homes 
(BCLH) in Fort Erie has been recognized by the Niagara Peninsula 
Conservation Authority for his .work and perseverance in creatively 
solving a difficult environmental problem at BCLH. 

Bob Savary received his Conservation Achievement award in a 
ceremony at the Balls Falls Conservation Area on November 25. 

Black Creek had been experiencing a very bad algae problem 
in their stream-fed pond for a few years and all Bob’s efforts to 
correct the situation had been in vain. 

Eschewing the easier solution of dumping various chemicals 
into the pond, he -had tried numerous alternative’s. While some 
of these had partially worked, none fully corrected the problem 
so Bob contacted the NPCA. In light of his environmentally 
conscious efforts, he was advised to apply for a grant (which can 
be as much as $10 ,000) with only one caveat: he had to follow 
their recommendations exactly in addressing the problem. Bob got 
the grant and implemented every suggestion made by the NPCA, 
while adding some ideas of his own to which they agreed. These 
included the installation of windmills to increase water circulation, 
various plantings like alfalfa hay to counter the algae growth, as 
well as sewage agitators to allay any excessive sewage build-up. 
Bob also consulted with local, farmers who agreed to create buffer 
zones around the drainage streams that fed into the pond. 

The net result has been a dramatic improvement in the general 
condition and attractiveness of the pond. While the overall exercise 
will remain a work in progress, all indications are that Bob has set 
in motion an environmentally responsible process that will ensure 
that a healthy level of algae will be maintained. His recognition 
by the NPCA does him, and Parkbridge, proud. Indeed, Bill Wells 
commented that this may well be the first such award ever awarded 
to a Parkbridge employee.

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Council to decide future of local 
figure skating clubs 


Both local figure skating 
dubs have some new scoring 
judges... all seven members of 

At Monday night's council- 
in-committee meeting, two 
reports were on the agenda 
that touched on the future of 
both clubs. 

The first to consider related 
to a possible amalgamation of 
the Fort Erie Figure Skating 
Club and the Crystal Ridge 
Skating Club. 

But scheduled a few reports 
later on the agenda, council 
would debate allowing an ice¬ 
time allocation request from 
the Fort Erie Skating Club for 
the upcoming season, after 
being in arrears for slighdy 
over $22,000 after last year.

John Hill 
made a motion to table the 
report involving the two local 
clubs potentially merging, 
until the Fort Erie Figure 
Skating Club appears before 
council with a business plan, 
which was included in the 
second report 
"That would put us in a bet¬ 
ter position to understand it" 
he said before council voted 
in favour of his motion. 

The purpose of the staff 
report was to seek council's 
endorsement to receive a 
business plan from the club 
on or before Sept. 12. 

Hill also recommended 
inviting a representative to 
make a delegation, the same 
meeting council will hear a 
business plan... and it was 
supported by council. 

The decrease on gaming 


revenues was a topic Ward 2 
Coun. Rick Shular continued 
with, saying it's not just the 
local figure skating club, but 
all the 106 local organizations 
that hold licenses to host bin¬ 
gos. 

"Bingos in Fort Erie are tak¬ 
ing hits left, right and centre," 
said Shular. 

Ward 3 Coun. Bob Steckley 
is concerned that in the 
report, it says staff "repeated¬ 
ly" contacted members of the 
club to set up an off-season 
meeting to discuss its future 
but were unsuccessful.

Director of infrastructure 
services cited turnover of the 
club's board of directors as 
one of the reasons an off-ice 
sit-down was difficult to 
arrange. 

"It's fair to say we have their 
attention now and we're mov¬ 
ing forward in a positive man¬ 
ner," said Tripp.
